VANCOUVER (CP)—Sons of 
Freedom Doukhobors will ask to 
be relocated on a site in the 
Adams Lake district, 100 miles 
north of Kamloops. 

“We want to move as quickly 
as possible,” said Anton Koles- 
kinoff, secretary to spiritual 
leader Stefan S. Sorokin. “We 
must get our people away from 
the Kootenays.” 

The Adams Lake district, he 
said, has sufficient timber for 
construction needs of a new com- 
munity, and 3,000 acres on thé 
site could be prepared for farm 
ing immediately. Hay meadows 
are also available. 

Decision to relocate the Douk 
hobors was made following a re- 
port of a government consulta 
tive committee which investi- 
gated Doukhobor problems. The 
committee will be asked to ap- 
prove the Adams Lake site and 
to relay the request to federal 
and provincial governments,

TEHRAN, Iran (AP)—An authoritative government 
source said’today an Iranian frontier patrol soldier was shot 
and killed by Russians along the border east of the Caspian 
Sea. 

The informant said an Iranian military commission was 
sent to the frontier to investigate the incident, which took 
place three days ago. He said the Russians reported the 
soldier was shot because he was found on the Soviet side 
of the frontier.

‘Bouncing Battles’ As 
Beaten Enemy Pursued 


TOKYO (AP) —Thousands of 
beaten communists streamed 
northward in Korea today as 
allied task forces roamed un 
opposed over their abandoned 
“iron triangle.” 

Allied tanks and men spilled 
out over the flat lands north of 
Chorwan and Kumwha. They 
made good advances toward Py 
onggang, northernmost point of 
the triangle. But censors would 
not permit correspondents to 
mention the distances. 

The big Red withdrawal was 
in the wild, rugged country east 
of the triangle. North Koreans 
sweated up the mountain trails 
in groups ranging from a few 
hundred to more.than .a_theu 
sand. 

Smaller Red forces covered the 
retreat. They slowed advancing 
U.S. infantrymen in “bouncing 
battles” over the ridges stretch 
ing north of the Kwachon reser- 
eastward toward the Sea of 
Japan.

appealing are the tiny villages, often 
in these days of the ubiquitous bus, where half-timbered houses 
and thatched cottages complete a picture of old-world repose 
and quiet beauty. 

TIMBER AND THATCH 

AFTER SEEING the endless and ugly row after row of at- 
3g tached houses that line city streets, the “pre-fabs” and 
great blocks of-modern, box-like tenements springing up every- 
where, it is refreshing to come across the quaint old cottages 
and ancient houses that dot this part of the countryside. 

At Binton, not far from Stratford-on-Avon, we saw a par- 
ticularly attractive cottage which dated from the 16th century. 
Its roof was thatched witb long wheat stubble, simple pat- 
terns being cut in the thatch along the roof and over the 
eaves, which overhang the half-timbered, white-plastered walls 
rather like beetling brows. 


BUILT TO LAST 


THE PORCH over the door was thatched to match, as was 

also the old weil which stood a yard or two away. Inside 
the house, walls and wooden roof-beams, black with age, still 
held fast-and-should survive for another century or so with 
proper care, the occupant told us 

I merely mention that one as typical of the “yeoman” cot 
tages that dot the countryside in this part of the world. Some 
of them date from Tudor and Elizabethan days and, although,

For The Future—No Flexibility 


By WALTER LIPPMANN 


S one day follows another in these 

Senate hearings I have come to think 

that the advocates of nudism may be 

right when they say that people soon 

become used to it and wonder why they 

ever wore any clothes. Ina few short 

weeks we and all the

There 

is nothing, they seem to think, that can 

not be known so certainly that it is 

sinister to think differently, or even to 

be a little less-vertain than they are. 
One of them, for example, whom I 

shall call Sen. Smith in -order not to 

identify him, is proceeding on the 

assumption that he knows the whole 

truth about American relations with the 

Chinese revolution, and that he knows 

not only all that has happened but also 

what should have happeneds 


FIXED POLICY 

But that is only the half of what. 
Sen. Smith knows. Sen. Smith's confi 
dence in the human mind js so great that 
he is trying also to exact public pledges, 
with all the i's dotted and all the t's 
crossed, of what the United States gov- 
ernment will do and will not do in the 
future about China, Korea, Japan, 
etc., etc. 


If Sen. Smith were not so respectable 
and so very well-meaning, his belief that 
he can remake the past and fasten down 
the future would not be so important 
But in a Senator with such high moral 
principles and so much influence, who 
has had some practical experience. in 
international affairs and has even taught 
school about them, it is alarming that 
he should have none of the humility 
which is the beginning of wisdom. Did 
he have any of that humility he would 
not be doing so solemnly and earnestly 
what is inherently absurd and impossible. 


INFLEXIBLE 

Sen, Smith’s passion about the past 
is, of course, moved by his fear that the 
same men will make the same mistakes 
in the future. He is determined, there- 
fore, that in these hearings he will 
nail them down, he will sew them up, 
hé will lash them fast,-so that they can- 
not ‘make any more serious mistakes 
ever again. If Sen. Smith could do all 
that he is trying to do, he would now 
obtam from the Secretary of State a 
script of everything that the United 
States government will ever say for the 
next five years on the subject of China, 
Korea, Formosa, Japan and the United 
Nations. ‘This script, having been fully 
debated and edited by the Senate in open 
session with television added, would then 
in its final form be recorded on’ discs 
and deposited at the F.B.1. 

Mr. Acheson would then resign, and 
no one would need to be appointed in 
his. place. , If, unhappily, it. ever became 
necessary.again td stoop so low as to 
discuss the future of anything in. the 
Far East with any other government, the 
appropriate disc would be brought out of 
the F.B.I. and played on the. steps of the 
Senate Office Building. In this way Sen. 
Smith would be able to fee] that he had 
done everything that needed to be done 
to fix the future.

“A lady is a woman Who says no 
when she means maybe, and maybe when 
she means yes; and if she says yes, she’s 
no lady 


“So it wouldn’t be diplomatic for me 
to answer that question.” 


OUT OF RETIREMENT 

Jack Kennedy retired from the C.P.R. 
in April, 1948. Four months later he 
was drafted to take over the P.G.E 

He signed a two-year contract. Re 
cently, when it expired, the government 
sought to renew it, but Kennedy would 
agree only to a month-to-month deal 

“That way,” he explained, “you can 
fire me if you feel like it—and I can 
quit when I want to.’

During the Board of ‘Trade trip, Ken- 
nedy got newspaper reports that a 
shortage of steel’ might postpone the 
Squamish-Vancouver link “indefinitely.”

What's 
three o'clock in the morning 
when life's in the spring, when 
violins sing and when every 
girl's the sweetheart of Sigma 
Chi? . .. “I could just keep on 
dancing, dear, forever with you.” 
Funny how short a time “for- 
ever” becomes. Mac and Ein 
stein agree. Time is only 
relative. 

“Yet Ah, that Spring should 

vanish with the Rose, 

That Youth's sweet-scented 
manuscript should close!” 
When you've passed the active 
and almost competitive stage, 
when you turn an academic eye 
to the explanation that “the in 
dividual shouts and jumps for 
joy;.the society turns the jump 
into a dance, the shout into a 
song,” you can spend an enter 
taining few minutes reading ten 
full pages of the Encyclopaedia 
Britannica on “the dance,” its 

origins and derivatives. 


SOME. OF IT MAY not impress 
you, but you ought to appreciate 
the fact that dancing is essen 
tially “a social occupation.” It's 
easier to do that now the jitter 
bugs have quit cutting rugs and 
upsetting those of us who have 
reverted to the waltz. 

The point about dancing—all | 
technical factors aside and all 
arguments for grace, physical 
fitness and folkways—is that it 
gives the gir] who stays at home 
all..day and ‘looks after the 
house, meals and family, a 
chance to get out, see and be 
seen. Don't worry too much if 
“you're stumbling all around, 
stumbling al] around.” She'd 
prefer you to handle your feet 
like” Fred Astaire, but Astaires 
don"t come a dime a dozen. Just 
so ‘long as you take her out, 
show a certain amount of pride 
in. her and don’t crush her 
arches, she'll be happy. 


MAC’S REACTION to dancing 
is Nonest enough. But that isn’t 
th®"kind of honesty a man ought 
to @xpect from his wife. From 
her, his admission, “I'm too old. 
I can’t take it any more,” would 
be almost the final act of retreat 
and defeat. 

To her the shuffle of feet, the 
swaying of bodies and the sweep 
ing glide aren't physical matters 
They're things of the spirit. Let 
her once more slip ‘into their 
easy measures and she drops the 
years. She's a girl again—a girl 
in a new party frock catching 
the masculine eye. To feminine 
senses, dancing can be one of the 
bouquets of life, something of 
tribute, something expressing 
the gallantries. In its way, an 
invitation to dance carries with 
it some of the significance of 
favors worn, by knights errant 
in the jousting lists. 


YOU CAN WORK out a theory 
of dancing in terms of the primi 
tive. You can show it to be a 
pretty disgusting thing if you 
want to be mean about it. You 
can swing to the other extreme 
and make it poetry in motion, 
the high refinement of physica! 
skills. You can give it a relig- 
fous or anti-religious motif. You 
can endow it with the carefree 
Innoeénce of young children, or 
smear it with the unpleasant 
implicafions of some of the more 
unfriendly psychoanalysts. 

You can do all these things 
and more. But-that isn't what 
the girls do who stay home, get 
dishpan hands peeling ast 
Season's potatoes and venture 
the suggestion to their partners 
that maybe they ought to go 
dancing, eh? They want out, not 
just to a show or to play bridge 
with the girls. They want.to get 
eround, cut a figure again, laugh 
and forget peeling last year’s 
potatoes. It’s part of the pay 
they believe they earn for doing 
housework and other chores no 
housekeeper would do for the 
same price. 


IT’S A BIT rugged on Mac. | 
Men over 30 will appreciate his | 
attitude. ‘Because of it, when | 
he does go dancing it’s just that | 
much more a tribute to the little 
lady. And he should get some | 
gratification out of it. After all, | 
there's “some satisfaction in| 
thinking the girl that he married | 
is kinda proud to be out dancing
